PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 


To  successfully  grow  Dahlias,  they  should 
not  be  planted  before  the  15th  of  April. 
Tubers  should  be  planted  in  a slanting  posi- 
tion with  the  eye  or  sprout  about  four  inches 
below  the  surface  and  about  three  feet  apart. 
Apply  a mulch  of  good  stable  manure  and  keep 
the  soil  well  cultivated. 

Soon  as  buds  appear,  fertilize  with  Morse’s 
Standard  Fertilizer  and  water  freely.  This 
will  produce  both  fine  long  stems  and  good 
flowers.
